SOVIET POSITION 

In his 28 November discussion vith US officials, 
Mikoyan -aadt it clear that the USSR's principal objec- 
tions to the US draft declaration were: 

(1) The extensive conditions the US was now apply- 
ing to assurances against invasion of Cuba. 

(2) US insistence on the need for contioued^aerial 

* sjconnaissance of Cuba. Calling the US draf* declaration 
a *bad one," Mike-ran charged that the US position on guar- 
antees against invasion, as now stated, was a "direct re- 
treat from the statement in the president's letter (27 Oc- 
tober)."" He specifically cited the US stipulation that 
if Cuba takes any action which the VS regards as jeopard- 
izing the security of the Caribbean, then US obligations 
against invasion would lapse. 

During the discussion, Mikoyan continued to maintain 
that the wording in the VS draft declaration should con- 
form to the language used it. the exchange of correspondence 
between President Kennedy and precier Khrushchev. 

Communist China continues to exacerbate the Sino- 
Soviet dispute with its oblique attacks oz the Soviet 
Union for retreating in the face of the US stand in Cuba. 
A 29 Koveober People s Daily editorial, in support of Cas- 
tro's 25 K^'eoDer demands for reciprocal inspection and 
insistence on the cessation of US aerial reconnaissance, 
implicitly scores Hoscou for being intimidated by 'VS nu- 
clear blacfcmaiT . ■'*
